Coordination, Then Cooperation Needed 
To Solve Stream Clearance Program Here 


The Department of Forests & Waters, 
it would seem from a report made to I lie 
Daily Record by B. D. Murphy, chief engi­ 
neer of the agency, not only has the money, 
but has l>een ready and willing within the 
limitations of a staff shortage to clear up 
tree’s and other debris from streams involved 
in la$t August’s flo o d . 
Two conditions which are strictly up to 
su pet visors or borough councils must la* 
met I>efore the department goes out. obtains 
a contract, assigns its own foremen and gets 
the work underway. 
First, the municipal body must adopt 
a resolution to “sj*>nsor" the project and 
agree to save and protect the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania from any and all damages. 


Second—and this can only ive done after 
the resolution is adopted — the municipal 
body approaches the property owners within 
the scope of the project work and obtains 
rights-of-entry for the D e trim e n t of f o r ­ 
ests & Waters and its contractor. 
We can understand there may be some 
hesitation on the m atter of sponsorship with 
an agreement to assume all tlamis for dam­ 
ages. We can understand some hesitation on 
the tvart of some p o v e rty owners. 
On the other hand we have reliable in­ 
formation that some property owners are 
willing and anxious to give rights-of-entry, 
but apjiarently the municipal agency has 
either not adopted the sponsoring resolution. 
or has adopted it and not moved out to get 
rights-of-entry waiting for them.
